Using car- 
bon dating techniques, the scien- 
tists found the rocks to be 3.96 billion 
years old, or 160 million years older 
than the previous oldest find in 
Greenland's Isukasia region. 

Few rocks of this age are left, 
since the Earth’s surface has been 
churned and recycled by meteor- 
ites, volcanos, erosion and the slow 
but constant movement of the conti- 
nents. 


Tropical Storms 


Typhoon Brian killed 31 
people as it skirted the 
southern part of China’s 
Hainan Island before passing over 
the Gulf of Tonkin and dissipating 
over the rough terrain of northern 
Vietnam. The official Xinhua News 
Service reported that the storm in- 
flicted severe crop losses and other 
extensive damage on Hainan. 
Hurricane Raymond brought tor- 
rential rains to Mexico’s Baja penin- 
sula and mainland. 
Typhoon Angela was bearing 
down on the northern Philippines 
late in the week,

Earthquakes 


At least 300 homes were 
KE destroyed by an earth- 

quake which shook the 
southwestern lraniantown of Sisakht. 
Most of the damage was caused by 
the resulting mudslides. Israel and 
Lebanon were shaken by a mild 
earthquake centered just offshore 
from the Lebanese port of Sidon. 
Tall buildings in Bangkok rocked from 
a strong temblor that occurred 500 
miles to the north along the Thai 
border with Myanmar (Burma). Earth 
movements were also felt in central 
California and in the New Zealand 
capital of Wellington.

A joint So- 
viet-Greek tour company will take 
vacationers to the Siberian settle- 
ment of Tomtor in the Yakutsk Au- 
tonomous Republic where the tem- 
perature dropped to a record 90 
below zero Fahrenheit on January 
15, 1885. Tourists, who will be’ in- 
vited to stay in a hunting lodge to be 
equipped with a bathhouse and 
swimming pool, will be able to hunt 
rabbit, duck, deer and elk.

Tropical Storms 
Typhoon Dan, the second 
to lash the Philippines, 
South China and Vietnam 
within a week, left 41 people dead 
and 250,000 homeless in the storm- 
ravaged Philippines. Most of the 
victims were killed by flying debris, 
crushed houses or toppled trees, 
according to military and relief agen- 
cies. President Corazon Aquino 
declared a state of calamity in Ma- 
nila and surrounding provinces, with 
a population of more than eight mil- 
lion, where the worst damage was 
inflicted by the storm. Late in the 
week, typhoon Dan was lashing 
China's Hainan island with gale force 
winds and taking aim on Vietnam's 
eastern coast near Danang with 
sustained winds of 75 miles per hour. 
Dan struck the Philippines as au- 
thorities were still assessing dam- 
age from typhoon Angela, which 
killed 118 people just five days ear- 
lier in a rampage across northern 
Luzon. Angela’s winds of 109 miles 
per hour were the strongest to hitthe 
country this year, destroying 32,000 
homes and forcing 179,000 people 
to flee to safer ground. The few 
reports available from the official 
news agencies in Vietnam and China 
tell of extensive crop and structural 
damage from Angela. 


Early Snow... 

Five Alpine passes were 

closed after an early snow- 

fall whitened Switzerlandto 
elevations as low as 2,400 feet. The 
snowfall left 14 mountain climbers 
stranded in three alpine huts in the 
Bernese Oberland region, but res- 
cue teams were able to reach them 
soon after the storm passed. 


Electrical Storm 


Seven children were killed 
E27 and four others injured 

when lightning struck their 
school during asevere thunderstorm 
in the Pakistan-controlled part of 
Kashmir. The school was located in 
the mountain village of Chakar.

Strong earth 
movements were also felt in Tokyo, 
Bogota, the Spanish city of Grenada 
and the Alaskan panhandle.
